Radbourne. 
Fam e as a m anager has alm ost 
obscured M ack’s playing days and 
the fact th a t he was a catcher of 
flrst-rate m ajor league calibre. 
He finished his active duty in 
Milwaukee, where he was player- 
m anager of the club representing 
the Wisconsin city in the W estern 
League and for one year, 1900, in 
the newly formed American League,
